As  summer  heat  vied  with  the  first  signs  of  cooler  weather, 
head  coach  Bill  Brannin  applied  the  finishing  touches  to  the  '48 
version  of  the  Wildcat  grid  machine  in  preparation  for  the  season 
opener  with  a  tough  Wilmington  team.  With  Donnie  Evans  and 
Duck  Holder  sweeping  around  the  ends  and  running  through 
holes  opened  up  by  the  'Cats'  forward  wall,  Central  scored  twice 
against  the  opposing  team  to  hold  the  game  in  a  13-13  deadlock. 
The  game  featured  the  punting  of  Bobby  Bell  and  the  line  play  of 
Buddy  Smith  and  Lee  Middleton,  who  played  sensationally  at 
their  respective  positions. 

CENTRAL  7— FAYETTEVILLE  41 

All  but  repeating  last  year's  39-0  rout,  the  ambitious  State 
champion  Bulldogs  hopelessly  outclassed  the  'Cats  in  all  depart- 
ments. Central's  lone  marker  came  on  a  touchdown  pass  from 
half  back  Donnie  Evans  to  end  Lee  Middleton.  This  climaxed  a 
drive  down  deep  into  Fayetteville  territory  in  the  closing  moments 
of  play.  The  'Cats  fought  a  hard  game  all  the  way  but  couldn't 
cope  with  the  flashy  offerings  of  Cheshire  and  Company  in  the 
Fayetteville  backfield. 

CENTRAL  14— NORTH  CHARLESTON  27 

The  Blue  Devils,  defending  State  Champions  from  South 
Carolina,  invaded  Memorial  Stadium  under  the  harvest  moon 
to  win  a  hard-fought  game  featured  by  their  shifty  backfield  play. 


The  Palmettoes  tallied  on  their  first  play  from  scrimmage  and 
looked  like  they  would  run  away  with  the  game,  but  the  'Cats 
due  in  and  the  half  ended  with  a  6-0  scoreboard.  The  Devils  came

back  in  the  third  quarter  with  three  quick  touchdowns  which 
caught  the  'Cats  completely  off  guard.  It  wasn't  until  fullback 
Tommy  McAllister  broke  loose  for  a  50  yard  run  for  a  score 
that  Central  found  themselves.  The  Big  Blue  picked  up  another 
marker  in  the  last  quarter  with  Holder  going  over  standing  up. 
But  time  ran  out  on  the  'Cats  and  they  ended  up  on  the  short 
end  of  a  27-14  score. 


CENTRAL  7— GREENSBORO  6 

The  'Cats  journeyed  to  the  Gate  City  still  looking  for  a  win 
after  three  starts  with  top  teams  in  the  Southeast. 

The  Purple  Whirlwinds  made  the  score  6-0  in  the  3rd 
quarter  after  a  64  yard  drive  featured  by  the  running  of  backs 
Attayek  and  Lester.  They  almost  repeated  when  Attayek  inter- 
cepted a  pass  by  Donnie  Evans  and  almost  got  away.  He  was 
finally  hauled  down  by  'Cat  guard  Phil  Campbell. 

The  Central  Wildcats  finally  got  started;  and  with  Holder  and 
Evans  at  the  throttle,  they  moved  to  the  Greensboro  43.  There  the 
attack  bogged  down  and  Bobbv  Bell  punted  down  to  the  Whirlies' 
8  yard  line. 

The  Gate  City  crew  then  got  their  signals  crossed,  and  the 
result  was  a  free  ball  in  their  own  end  zone.  Reserve  guard 
Jimmy  Hawkins  pounced  on  the  pigskin  for  a  touchdown  for 
Central.  With  the  pressure  on,  tackle  Buddy  Smith  split  the 
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uprights  for  the  winning  point  and  the  first  game  in  the  win 
column  for  the  season  for  the  Wildcats. 


CENTRAL  6— ATLANTA  BROWN  6 

A  keyed-up  'Cat  eleven  ran  circles  around  the  heavily  favored 
Fightin'  Rebels  in  statistics;  but  were  unable  to  hit  pay  dirt  for 
a  win,  despite  several  campaigns  which  carried  them  deep  into 
Rebel  territory.  The  'Cats'  lone  score  was  the  result  of  a  drive 
from  their  own  18  yard  line.  With  Evans,  Holder,  and  McAllister 
lugging  the  leather,  the  Blue  roared  down  to  the  Atlanta  25. 
From  there  they  sailed  to  the  10  on  an  Evans'  pass  to  Lee  Middle- 
ton.  Duck  Holder  then  drove  to  the  one  for  a  first  down  and 
signal  caller  Bobby  Bell  bulled  over  for  the  score.  Buddy  Smith's 
kick  was  blocked  by  the  determined  Rebels,  who  went  ahead 
to  score  in  the  second  period.  After  an  exchange  of  threats  in  the 
third  cpuarter,  Central  dominated  the  field  for  the  rest  of  the 
tilt;  but  they  were  unable  to  punch  across  for  a  tally  after  taking 
to  the  air  in  the  waning  minutes  of  play.  The  run  of  the  night 
was  a  73  yarder  which  was  reeled  oft  by  Tommy  McAllister  after 
intercepting  a  Rebel  pass  on  Central's  5  yard  marker. 


CENTRAL  13— CASTONIA  19 

In  an  action  packed  thriller,  a  versatile  Gastonia  eleven  suc- 
ceeded in  smothering  a  last  minute  'Cat  uprising  to  land  a 
Conference  victory  over  the  hapless  Centralites,  their  first  since 
1943. 


Trailing  6-0  in  the  second  period,  the  victory  hungry  Wildcats 
launched  a  series  of  drives  that  netted  two  touchdowns  in  quick 
succession.  Donnie  Evans  was  the  big  gun  in  the  attack,  reeling 
off  20  yards  for  one  marker,  and  heaving  a  long  pass  to  Lee 
Middleton  for  the  other. 

The  Green  Wave  was  on  the  march  again  in  the  final  quarter 
and  went  ahead  to  tie  the  game  at  13-all.  Before  the  Cats  could 
get  back  on  their  feet  again,  Gastonia  drove  80  yards  for  the 
winning  score;  and  the  Centrals  were  unable  to  match  it  after 
a  terrific  last  minute  flare. 

Even  in  losing  the  Central  Club  showed  a  vast  improvement 
over  their  earlier  appearances.  Duck  Holder  made  several  long 
jaunts  into  Green  Wave  territory  to  take  the  contest's  ground-gain- 
in  honors.  Impressive  line  play  and  the  reliable  punting  of  Bobby 
Bell  kept  the  'Cats  out  of  a  lot  of  hot  water. 


CENTRAL  0— HARDING  0 

An  estimated  crowd  of  9,000  cheering  fans  watched  the  Wild- 
cats  lock  horns  with  the  rugged  Rams  of  Harding  and  battle  to 
a  scoreless  tie.  This  was  the  third  tie  for  the  Centrals  in  six 
starts.  The  spectacular  defensive  play  of  both  lines  and  the  long- 
range  punting  of  Bobby  Bell  for  the  'Cats,  and  the  Rams'  Joe 
White  kept  most  of  the  action  in  the  midfield  sector.  Central 
successfully  checked  Harding's  vaunted  passing  attack  but  were 
unable  to  launch  a  scoring  attack  of  their  own.  Late  in  the  third 
quarter,  center  J.  B.  Ashe  recovered  a  fumble  on  the  Harding 
17  yard  line.  From  there  Duck  Holder,  playing  despite  a  bad 
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leg,  sprinted  clown  to  the  12  yard  line.  Alter  an  eight  yard  loss 
on  the  next  play,  Don  Evans  faked  a  pass  and  twisted  back  down 
to  the  1 1 .  An  Evans'  pass  to  half-back  Donnie  Thomas  was  in- 
complete in  the  end  zone  and  the  'Cats'  campaign  was  stopped 
as  they  lost  the  ball  on  downs.  As  game  time  waned,  both  teams 
tried  desperately  to  score  via  the  airways;  but  neither  could 
connect  for  a  tallv  and  the  game  ended  0-0. 


CENTRAL  6— HIGH  POINT  13 

The  underdog  Wildcats  gave  a  potent  Bison  team  a  surprisingly 
tough  battle  before  bowing  to  the  would-be  Western  Conference 
champs.  The  'Pointers  found  the  Central  flank  positions,  aptly 
held  by  Lee  Middleton  and  Big  Bill  McCoy,  impervious  to  their 
rushing  attack  and  made  most  of  their  gains  through  the  middle 
before  being  stopped  by  the  'Cat  secondary.  The  Bison  got  the 
jump  on  the  Centrals  by  scoring  early  in  the  game  and  were 
able  to  hold  this  lead  till  the  final  gun,  after  suppressing  several 
'Cat  uprisings.  Central's  lone  score  came  on  a  flashy  48  yard  jaunt 
by  Duck  Holder,  who  broke  away  behind  effective  downfield 
blocking  to  go  over  untouched. 


CENTRAL  7— REYNOLDS  6 

Displaying  terrific  offensive  power  and  equally  effective  de- 
fensive play,  a  spirited  'Cat  crew  ground  out  their  second  con- 
ference victory  of  the  season  over  the  favored  Demons  from 
Winston-Salem.  The  hardhitting  Reynolds  outfit  started  off  the 


game  with  a  drive  from  their  own  24  down  to  Central's  28  ya'rd 
line  before  being  stopped.  The  Blue  and  White  took  over  and 
pushed  all  the  way  back  to  the  Reynolds  30  yard  marker.  Donnie 
Evans  set  up  the  score  with  a  sensational  run  to  the  one  yard 
stripe,  and  Tommy  McAllister  piled  over  for  the  tally.  Reliable 
Buddy  Smith  booted  the  all-important  extra  point,  and  the 
Wildcats  went  ahead  to  hold  that  lead  until  the  game  ended. 

Big  Hank  Kistler,  Bill  Burch,  and  Gene  Davis  were  top  per- 
formers in  the  line,  while  Jimmy  Parker  and  Duck  Holder  were 
keystones  in  the  Central  defensive  pattern. 

CENTRAL  33— WILSON  6 

In  a  three  ring  Christmas  carnival  featuring  Cover  Girls,  a 
movie  star,  and  a  fast  moving  football  game,  a  sparkling  Wildcat 
crew  drubbed  the  Cyclones  from  Wilson  in  their  first  day  game 
of  the  season.  Sporting  their  new  single-wing  shift,  the  Central 
backfield  used  deception  and  speed  to  overwhelm  the  Wilson  lads. 

Tommy  McAllister  broke  loose  for  38  yards  on  a  short  pass 
from  Bell  and  eluded  would-be  tacklers  to  rack  up  the  first  score 
for  the  'Cats.  Playing  the  best  game  of  his  career,  speedy  guard 
Gene  Davis  was  a  big  man  in  the  scoring  column  with  two 
tallies,  one  on  a  scooped-up  fumble  and  the  other  on  a  pilfered 
pass.  McAllister  picked  up  his  second  touchdown  with  a  13  yard 
slash  off  tackle  to  climax  a  67  yard  Central  drive.  Duck  Holder 
averaged  8V2  yards  per  try  and  took  first  place  in  rushing  for 
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the  afternoon.  Don  Evans  ran  and  passed  brilliantly,  scoring  one 
of  Central's  tallies  an  a  2  yard  line  plunge.  Central's  reserves 
played  a  lot  of  football  in  the  second  half  and  gave  a  gratifying 
performance,  especially  sophomore  back  Larry  Parker.  In  crush- 
ing the  Cyclones,  the  Central  gridders  gave  their  best  per- 
formance so  far  in  the  season. 


CENTRAL  32— ASHEVILLE  7 

Inspired  by  the  Wilson  rout,  the  Boys  in  Blue  and  White 
ran  all  over  the  Maroon  Devils  of  Asheville  before  a  large 
Thanksgiving  crowd  in  Asheville  to  make  it  three  in  a  row. 

An  18  yard  sweep  around  left  end  by  Larry  Parker  capped  a 
58  yard  drive  for  Central's  first  score.  A  recovered  Devil  fumble 
plus  an  18  yard  sprint  by  Duck  Holder  and  Don  Evans'  6  yard 
punch  equalled  another  'Cat  marker  in  the  second  quarter.  Ashe- 
ville's  lone  score  came  on  a  pass  in  the  closing  moments  of  the 
half,  which  ended  with  a  13-7  scoreboard.  Flash-back  Donnie 
Evans  returned  a  Devil  punt  43  yards  to  Asheville's  seven  and 
Holder  provided  a  one  yard  plunge  for  the  T.D.  Evans  and 
Holder  again  combined  to  move  the  ball  from  Central's  22  to  the 
Asheville  41  yard  marker.  From  this  point,  fullback  Tommy 
McAllister  broke  away  to  carry  the  ball  into  pay  dirt  for  Central's 
fourth  touchdown.  Coach  Brannin  cleared  the  bench  in  the 
final  period  and  the  eager  reserves  provided  him  with  another 
six-pointer  with  backs  Jimmy  Babbs,  Bobby  Wearn,  and  Larrv 
Parker  starring  in  the  final  splurge. 


CENTRAL  7— HARDING  0 

The  rejuvenated  Wildcats  decided  the  City  Championship 
once  and  for  all  by  pounding  a  one  touchdown  victory  over 
Harding's  highly  rated  Rams  in  an  action-filled  contest  at 
Memorial  Stadium. 

The  Rams  took  the  kick-off  and  rolled  up  four  first  downs 
before  being  halted  on  Central's  four.  The  determined  'Cats 
held  for  downs  and  Bell's  52  yard  punt  rolled  dead  on  Harding's 
37  yard  line.  Unable  to  gain,  the  Rams  punted,  and  the  Centrals 
took  over  on  their  own  29.  Evans  and  McAllister  pushed  the 
ball  over  the  midfield  stripe.  On  the  next  play,  Duck  Holder 
choo-choo'd  the  ball  47  yards  for  the  touchdown  and  the  extra 
point  was  handily  added  by  Buddy  Smith  as  the  first  period 
ended.  Central  took  over  their  own  kick-off  on  the  48  yard  line 
by  way  of  a  Harding  foul.  Unable  to  gain  on  the  ground,  Bobby 
Bell  heaved  a  long  pass  complete  to  lanky  Donnie  Thomas  on 
the  Rams'  seven.

Their  papers  were  chosen  to 
represent  Central  in  a  nation-wide  United  Nations  con- 
test.

The  Student  Council  officers  for  this  final  year  were 
Donnie  Evans  and  Frank  Redd,  presidents;  Buddy  Smith 
and  Harriett  Whitmore,  vice-presidents;  Pat  Moeller, 
secretary  for  both  semesters;  and  Eugene  Warren  and 
Bud  Niemer,  treasurers.

The  dazzling  winter  sun  threw  bright  rays  on  an  ex- 
cited Washington,  D.  C,  last  week  as  the  United  States 
of  America  welcomed  its  39th  President  amidst  cheers, 
lively  tunes,  speeches,  discussions,  luncheons,  fireworks, 
and  ending  with  the  huge  Inaugural  Ball. 

Many  familiar  faces  in  the  midst  of  several  million 
that  thronged  our  Nation's  Capital  to  see  William  Bras- 
well  and  H.  Carter  Booker  installed  as  the  top  officials 
of  our  country  by   Chief  Justice  Bartholomew. 

Principals  and  special  guests  in  the  stand  for  the 
Inaugural  Address  were:  Speaker  of  the  House  Luther 
Sappenfield,  Chaplain  of  the  Senate  John  S.  Spong,  jr., 
Governor  Gene  Warren  (North  Carolina),  Associate 
Justice  Fleet  Kirkpatrick,  and  Major  Oliver  (Liver)  Love, 
White  House  aide. 

After  the  oath  of  office  was  taken,  the  huge  120-mile 
parade  blared  forth  in  a  colorful  stream  down  Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue  past  the  White  House.  The  President's 
car  was  preceded  by  a  dozen  policemen  on  motorcycles, 
led  by  Chief  of  Police  Buddy  Ledwell.  They  were  fol- 
lowed by  Secret  Service  Men  W .  W .  Crymes  and  T.  P. 
Moore. 

Then  flashed  into  sight  the  U.  S.  Marine  Band,  di- 
rected by  Homer  Kirkman,  playing  "We're  Just  Bats 
About  Billy,"  composed  for  the  candidate  by  the  famous 
poet,  Joy  Durham,  wife  of  the  celebrated  artist,  Jack 
("Scratch"^)  Pentes. 

Next  came  Girl  Scout  Troop  No.  24D  under  Scout 
Mistress  Sara  Hunter,  followed  by  New  York's  elaborate 
float  of  1969,  "Dry  Land  Beauties."  Draped  in  a  heap 
were  the  Misses  Harriett  Whitmore,  Joan  ('Woo  Woo") 
Shider,  Gwen  Snell,  and  Peggy  H.  Helms. 

Seen  in  private  cars  in  the  parade  were  Chief  Con- 
sultant on  Tomato  Plants  and  Potato  Bugs  Russell  Garri- 
son; next,  in  a  slate-blue  '69  model  no-brake  Fraser  car, 
rode  Miss  Wells  of  the  Cultured  Kitchens,  author  of 
"Aunt  Barbara's  Chow-Grub."  She  was  accompanied  bv 
North  Tibetan  Missionary  Martha  Lamb  and  distin- 
guished Make-up  Artist  of  Carter  Brothers'  Studios  and 
creator  of  upside-down-cake  make-up  Helen  (Hammond^}. 

In  between  the  impressive  chain  of  executive  cars 
trotted  celebrated  Horsewoman  Gwen  Weeks  on  her 
champion  "Bug-Bomb"  (sister-in-law  to  the  famous 
"Beetle-Bomb"). 

A  purple  and  pink  chariot  majestically  wobbled  by, 
carrying  the  Northrop  twins  Susan  and  Ann— the  one 
on  the  right,  Ann,  has  the— you  guessed  it. 

The  sidelines  also  held  our  interest  as  fabulous  Jimmy 
Ritch,  intent  on  increasing  his  millions,  was  hard  at  work 
selling  his  green,  greasy  pop-corn.  His  assistant,  Leah 
Petree,  was  peddling  blue  spun  sugar. 


The  President  waved  graciously  to  his  rival,  David 
Wright,  of  the  State's  Wright  Party,  whose  car  cruised 
slowly  by  the  reviewing  stand. 

Autograph  hounds  were  held  in  check  from  mobbing 
General  Ann  Hohhs  of  the  WACS,  distinguished  Ameri- 
can poet  Harriette  "Whitcomh"  Riley,  all-stars  Duck 
Holder  and  Tommy  McAllister,  and  Miss  Patsy  Brown 
of  the  current  Broadway  hit-and-run  "Back  Door"  (under 
the  direction  of  Jimmy  Tice,  who  copied,  rearranged, 
and  was  sued  for  libel  in  his  production). 

As  a  few  spectators  were  crushed  in  the  press  of  the 
crowds,  Dr.  George  Heaton,  eminent  physician,  was  called 
on  to  administer  first  aid,  accompanied  by  Graduate  Nurse 
Betsy  Lewis. 

Taking  in  the  celebration  for  the  press  were  Columnist 
Betty  Ahem  of  the  New  York  World  Telegram,  Chief 
Staff  Reporter  Buddy  Carrier  of  the  Nightly  Moon, 
and  Editor  Patsy  Hinson  of  Look  Again  magazine.

Bi/7  Reid;  red-hot  Jimmy  Smith;  and  pink-lightening  Dot 
Daggett;  Billie  ("Thud"')  Mancin;  and  the  world-famous 
contortionist,  Betsy  Jones.  The  Ball  was  under  the  bril- 
liant personal  management  of  expert  Jimmy  Todd. 

First  ladies— Marjorie  Womack,  Carol  Creighton, 
Honey  Harton,  Pat  Killian,  Shirley  Faddy  and  Camille 
Walker—  were  seen  dressed  alike  in  creamy  orange  crea- 
tions designed  by  Mile.  Bettie  Richardson.  The  hair- 
stylist for  the  whole  Presidential  family,  Miss  P.  D. 
Payne,  did  gorgeous  and  original  hair-dos  for  all  seven 
wives.  She  had  as  her  assistants  Kitty  Gallant  and  Mickey 
Palmer.  The  ensemble  was  so  effective  that  Miss  Carol 
Hinson  of  Charlotte  has  been  appointed  by  the  President 
to  do  a  portrait  of  the  harem. 

To  accommodate  the  First  Ladies  of  the  Nation,  a  new 
building  is  to  be  added  to  those  on  the  Presidential 
Grounds.  It  will  be  called  Harem  House.  Architects 
Jerry  Elliot  and  H.  C.  Mitchum  will  draw  up  plans  for 
this  structure.
